Spraying with Bordeaux is an annual “must” 
as a prevention against blight in our nursery. We recommend that our 
customers also spray with Bordeaux 6-4-100 in early September the first 
and second years after planting. After that there is very little danger 
of blight. 


We recommend as pollenizers for Barcelona for its early blossoms 
Royal, which is a heavy early season bloomer. For the mid-season and 
late blooms Du Chilly and Daviana are used.
